Whether the Treatife I now 
fend you be of this Nature, is fubmit- 
ted to lk equal Fudgment : And 
unle{s I really defign'd a Nobler 
End by it than the JFuftification of one 
Perfon, neither you nor any body elfe 
Should lofe your time in reading, no 

more than I my felf would be at the 
Pains of writing it, which yet Pil 
count the higheft Pleafure if I un- 
derfland it has never fo little con- 
tributed to the Satisfaction of a Gen- 
tleman of fuch undifputed Learning 
and Merit.

HEN I undertook 
to write the Life of 

ys the moft celebrated 
Mitton, I was far from ima- 
gining that I fhould ever (much 
lefs fo foon ) be oblig’d to make 
an Apology in juftification of 
~fuch a Work, both harmlefs in 
it felf, and greatly defird by 
the World. There was no po- 
fiive Law or Cuftom againtt 
publifhing the particular Hiftory 
of this extraordinary Perfon, ete 
B fide- 
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fider'd inany refpect whatfoever: 
for theLives of Good Princes and 
Tyrants, of Orthodox and He- 
retical Divines, of Virtuous and 
Wicked, of Public and Privat 
Men, are indifferently perus d by 
every body ;.of which it would 
be fuperfluous to alledg  Ex- 
amples, the thing being fo com- 
monly known by all that have 
learnt to read. Nor without fuch 
a Liberty could we  poffibly 
form atrue Tafte, or have any 
certain Knowledg of Affairs, 
fince the Excellence or Imper- 
fection of all Matters beft ap- 
pears by oppofing *em to one 
another. And I was fure (which 
I find was no Miftake ) that the 
Learning and. Sentiments .. of 
Joun Mixrown were too con- 
fiderable not to deferve the high: 
eft Commendation or Drflike, 
according to the Judgment or 
Affection of the Readers. 


SINCE 
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SINCE therefore it was e- 
gually lawful for mé to write 
Whofe LifeI pleas’d (when my 
Hand was in) the firft Charge 
againft me, one would think, 
fhould have bin, that I had 
not fairly reprefented my Hero. 
But, very far from that, the great 
Crime whereof I am arraign’d, 
coniifts in telling more than 
fom People - would have me; 
or difcovering Truths not fit to 
be known; and the Manner of 
my Relation is to them altogether 
as ofignfive and difpleafing as the. 
Matter of it. *Tis ftrange thac 
Men fhould be found of a Judg- 
ment weak enough to make a 
Crime of fuch Proceedings in a 
Writer, who labors to keep him- 
felf wholly independent from the 
Fears or Engagements of any 
Party ; and who profefs’d in the 
very beginning of his Book, that 
“being neither provok’d by Ma- 
“lice, nor brib’d by Favor, he 
B 2 would

“would as well dare to fay all 
“ that was true,.as {corn to write 
“any Falfhood. But the rude 
Oppofition with which I have 
met, notwithftanding fuch plain 
Declarations, convinces me more 
than ever how much I was inthe 
Right by following the peculiar 
Method I propos’d to my felf 
in compiling Mitrton’s Life, 
and which I partly declar’d in 
thefe Terms : ‘In the Characters 
‘of Sects and Parties, Books. or 
‘Opinions, I thall produce his 
“own Words as I find “em in his. 
“Works; that thofe who approve 
‘his Reafons, may owe all the 
‘Obligation to himfelf; and 
‘that I may efcape the Blame 
“of fuch as may diflike what he 
“fays. Now, what could be more 
impartial than this? ormore like- 
ly to fecure me from all Imputa- 
tions, whatever fhould be, the 
Reception of Mitton from 
the Public? Yetif. by adhering: 
re-

religioufly to this Rule fo loud 
a Clamor was raifedagaintt me, 
it Is apparent how much worfe | 
might expect to be treated, had 
Ittod inthe common Road. For 
if, like moft Hiftorians, I had in 
my own Words (tho’ with never 
fo much Candor ) related the A- 
ctions or Sentiments of my Au- 
thor, my Adverfaries would pre- 
fently have told the World that 
this was not the true Mrz ron, 
but one of my own Creation, 
whom I promted to {peak what 
I durft not own; and by whofe 
Mouth I had publith’d all hofe 
Opinions which I would recom- 
mend to other People. Well 
knowing therefore the ordinary 
Temper and Artifices of thefe 
Men, Idid partly on thatAccount 
produce hisown Words to obviat 
their Sophiftry and Calumnies, 
their two principal offenfive 
Weapons; and alfo to {pare my 
felf the Pains of Quotations af- 
Die terwards

terwards, to prove I had nei- 
ther injur’'d him nor abus’d my 
Readers... Befides this particular 
Regard to them, I-am alfo of 
opinion 1 that this is the beft and 
only good way of writing the Hi- 
{tory “of fuch a Man, And had. 
the Raitt always follow’d it, 
our oma Critics would have 
been lefs exercisd to difcern 
their real Scaring! nor wou d 
they be fo often oblie’ Chats ots. 
amin whether they underftood 
or mif-rept ‘efented their Authors. 
BUT inftead of any Objecti- 
ons like thefe, I am aie told 
that I ough it not to meddle with 
Mixritows Books, nor to rc- 
vive his Sentiments, or the 
Memory of thofe Quarrel’s where- 
in he was engag’d ; which ts 
only, in other Words, that I 
ought not to write his Life at 
all. For what, I pray, 1s the 
pri inely al Part of a Learned Man's 
Life, but the exact Hiftory of 


Ne 
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hisBooks and Opinions,to inform 
the World about the Occafion 
of his writing, what it contain’d, 
how he perform’d it, and wi ith 
what Confequences or Succefs? 
Ihave no Reafon from my own 
fecond Thoughts, the Opinion 
of better Judges, or the Fortune 
of the Book, to be diflatisfi'd 
with my Conduct on this Occa- 
fion. And had this Method, as 
I faid before, been ftrictly ob- 
feryv'd, we might have more 
Knowledg and fewer Critics. 

AY but, fay thefe Gentlemen, 
you have made an Inroad onour 
Perfuafion, and directly attack’d 
the facred Majefty of Kies the 
venerable Order of Bithops Hg dite 
beft conftituted Church in the 
World, our holy Liturgy, and 
decent Ceremonies, the Autho- 
rity of Councils, the Teftimony 
of the Fathers, and a hundred 
other things which we profound. 
ly refpect and admire : nor 
B 4. are 
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are we the only Sufferers ; for 
almoft all other Seéts and Parties 
hag cqual Reafons of Com- 
laint again{t you.’ Well, be it 
fo then ; but, good Sirs, betake 
your hee for Reparation to 
pe N Mrziron; or, ifheis 
not to be brought to eafie Terms, 
defend your Catlesann Territo- 
rics againft him withall the Vi- 
gor pau can. Fon, jal wathane 
you I am no further concern’d 
in the Qu iarrel than to fhew 
you the Enemy, and to give a 
true Account of. his _ Forces. 
And all this, if you were of a 
peaceable Difpofition, you might 
learn from thcfe plain Words 
1 the Conclufion of the Life : 
| Fis probab le that you (as well 
“as, 1, of any 1 may difap- 


prove of Minitons Sent 
ments in feveral Cafes; but 


Pm fure, you are far from 
being difpleasd to. find ’em 
particulariz’d in the Hiftory 
‘ of 
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“of his Life: For we fhould have 
“no true Account of Things, if 
‘Authors related nothing but 
“what they lik’d themfelves ; 
‘One Party would never fuffer 
‘the Lives of Tarequin, or 
“Puataris, or S¥Lia,or 
‘C#sar to appear, while a- 
“nother would be as ready to 
‘fupprefs thofe of Crcero, 
‘of Cato, of Trajan, or 
‘Bautus, But a Hiftorian 
‘ought to conceal or difguife 
‘nothing ; and the Reader is 
‘to be left to judg of the Virtues 
‘he fhould imitat, or the Vices 
‘he ought to deteft and avoid. 
THIS might ferve fora fuff- 
cient Anfwer to all that has bin 
yet objected to Mixron’s Life, 
if any Reply were thought ne- 
ceflary : For the trivial and fcur. 
rilous Libels of mercenary Fel- 
lows I fhall never regard, they 
being already fufficiently neegle- 
ted by the World, and making 
them- 
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themfelves as little by this Pra- 
étice, as any of a more vind 
ctive Temper could defire : Be- 
fides, that to anfwer ’em in their 
own Dialect, I muft firft learn to 
fpeak it ; which 1s abfolutely con- 
trary to my Genius, and below 
the Dignity of Human Nature, 
fince no body openly approves it 
even at Billing{gate. I fhallas little 
confider the cenforious Tongues 
of certain more Zealous than Reli- 
gious People, who judge of o- 
thers by their own narrow 
Schemes, and defpife all Know- 
ledge in comparifon of their pri- 
vat Imaginations, wherein they 
exceedingly pleafe themfelves ; a 
Happinefs no body envies them. 
Nor fhould I, ifthat were all, think 
ny felf concern’d in making a- 
ny Return to the obliging Com- 
plements of thofe Gentlemen wha 
(as Father P au formerly faid of 
himfelf) remember me oftner in 
their Sermons than in their Pray- 
crs 
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exs; tho’ fom of them are apt 
to fay, that when they mention 
Turks, Fews, Infidels, and He- 
retics, they do not forget me. 
But when J am openly accus’d 
before the ae Affembly in 
the World, the Reprefentative 
Body. of the People of England, 
let the Charge be never fo’ trivo. 
lous in it (elf, or to be flighted 
on any other Occafion, yet fuch 
a Refpect is due to the Dignity 
of thofe to whom it was exhibi- 
ted, that I hold my felf oblig’d 
to convince em of my Innocence; 
and to remove all Sufpicion far 
from me, of what in its own Na- 
ture is acknowledg’d to be Cri- 
minal, or by them might be repu- 
ted Indecent. 

‘THE Matter of Fact is this: 
Onthe Thirticth of January, Mr. 
Orsprine Bracxuaxry, who 
{ules himfelf Chaplain in Ordina- 
wary to His Majefty, Preacht a Ser- 
mon before the Honorable 
Driareinas ~ Honufe 
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Houfe of Commons; wherein, 
after exclaiming againt the Au- 
thor of Mixtown’s Life, for de 
nying Icon Bafilike to be the Pro- 
duction of King Cuarues the 
Firft, he purfues his Accufation 
in thefe Terms. ‘ We may ceafe 
‘to wonder, fays he, that he 
‘ fhould have the Boldnefs, with- 
out Proof, and againtt Proof, to 
“ deny the Authority of this Book, 
who is fuch an Infidel as to 
doubt, and is fhamelefs and im- 
pudent enough, even in Print, 
and in a Chriftian Country, pub: 
licly to affront our ‘Holy Reli- 
gion, by declaring his Doubt, 
ca feveral Pieces under the 
‘ Name of Chrift and his Apoftles 
\ e muft mean thofe now re- 
civ-d by the whole Chriftian 
Thupely: for I know of no o- 
her) are. fuppofiutious; tho’ 
hro’ the remotenefs of thofe 
Ages, the een of the Perfons 
‘ concern'd, and the decay r of O- 
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‘ ther Monuments which might 
* give us true Information, the 
‘ Spurioufnefs thereof is yet un- 
* difcover'd. Here is indeed a 
Charge of a very high Nature, I 
will not fay in-his own mean 
Language, an impudent and a 
fhamelefs one ; tho’ if it be not 
better prov’d, I cannot hinder 
others from calling it what they 
pleafe, or the thing deferves. But 
before I proceed to make Ob- 
fervations on it, I thall infert the 
intite Patlage of my Book, which 
he has taken the liberty of. a- 
bridging, and fo joining the 
Words of two widely different 
Affertions, as if they were but 
one. About this litelé Artifice 
however I fhall make no difference . 
with him ; ‘for I can eafily deter- 
min our Controverfie, without 
uling all the Advantages I might 
otherwife take. 

AFTER ftating the Proofs 
therefore that Dr, Gauven, and 
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not King Cuarxes, was the 
truc Author of Icon Bafilike, 1 
added a very natural Obfervati- 
on in the following Words. 
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When! ferioufly confider how 
all this happen’d among our 
felves within the Compafs of 
Forty Years, in a time of great 
Learning and Politenefs, when 
bothParties fo narrowly watch d 
over one anothers Actions, 


‘and what a great Revolution in 
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Civil and Religious Affairs was 
partly: occafion’d by the Cre- 
dit of that Book, I ceafe to 
wonder any longer how fo ma- 


‘ny fuppofitiiious Pieces under 
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the Name of Curistr, his Apo- 
ftles, and other great Perfons, 
fhould be publifh’d and ap- 
prov d in thofe Primitive times, - 
when it was of fo much Impor- 
tance to have ’em_ believ’d ; 
when the Cheats were too ma- 
ny onall fides for them to re- 
proach one another, which yet 
‘ they.

‘they often did; when Com- 
* merce was not near fo general 
‘as now, and the whole Earth 
‘entirely over-fpread with the 
* Darknefs of Superftition. I 
‘ doubt rather the fpurioufnefs of 
‘ feveral more. fuch Books is yet 
‘ undifcover’d, thro the remote 
“ nefs of thofe Ages, the death 
of the Perfons concern’d, and 
‘ the decay of other Monuments, 
‘ which might give us truc In- 
‘formation. Here then in the 
firft place it 1s plain, that, I fay, 
a great many. fpurious' Books 
were early father’d on Curisr, his 
Apottles, and other great Names, 
part whereof are ftill acknow- 
ledg’d to be genuin, and the reft 
to be forg’d, in neither of which 
Affertions Icould be juftly fup- 
pos dto meanany Books of theN. 
Teftament, as [fhall prefently e- 
vince. But Mr, Buacxuary affirms, 
That-I mutt intend thofe now re- 
ceivd by the whole Chvriftian 
Church, 
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Church, for he knows of» no other, 
A cogent Argument truly ! and 
clearly proves his Logic ‘tobe 
juft of a Piece with his Riead- 
ing. I admire what this  Gentle- 
man has bin doing fo long at 
the Univerfity, that he fhould be 
fuch a great Stranger to thefe 
things. But now I find a: Man 
may be a very good: Divine 
without knowing any thing of 
the Fathers, tho’ a Layman 1s 
always referr’d to “em when he 
ftarts any Difficulties»: which 
makes him fooner acquiefce “and 
{wallow what he cannot chew 
than get Information at’ fo dear 
a rate>: But had: Mr, Bracwuarr 
been difpos dto. deal ingenuoufly 
with’ me, he might fee; without 
the help of the Fathers, ‘that T did 
not mean the Books of the New 
Teftament, when I mention’d 
Suppofititious Pieces under the 
Name of Curist, fince there is 
none afcrib'd to him in the 
| whole 
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whole Bible ; nor do we read there 
that ever he wrote any _ thing, 


except once with his Finger on the Job. 8.5 


Ground, when he acquitted the 
Woman taken in Adultery : And, 
for ought appears to the contra- 
ry, Mr. Buacwkuari may deny 
that to be any Writing, becaufe 
he knows not what it Was ; yet 
fom German Divines stv aS. WELL 
read as himfelf, have prefum’d to 
tell us the Contents of It, and 
came almoft co excommunicating 
one another in their folemn Di 
fputes about this weighty Affair. 
To this Negative Argument from 
the Silence of the New Teftament, 
Wwe may add the Pofitive Teftimon y 
of Sc Aucustin and Sr. Je- 
kOM, whereof the former affirms, 
‘That the Lord himfelf wrote 
~* nothing, which makes it necef. 
‘fary we fhould believe thofe who

“have written of him: And the 
Jatter fays, ‘ That T our Saviour 
“deft no Velum of his own Do- 
“Grin bchind him, as is extra- 
‘vagantly feign’d in moft of the 
* Apochryphal Pieces. 

NOW to convince all theWorld 
that I did not intend by thofe Pic- 
ces the Books of the New Tefta- 
ment, as well as to fhew the Rabh- 
nefs and Uncharitablenefs of Mr. 
Bracxuarys Aflertion, I thall 
here infert a large Catalogue of 
Books anciently afcrib’d to Jesus 
Curist, his Apoftles, their Ac- 
- quaintance, Companions, and Con- 
temporarics. Of thefe fom remain 
ftill entircly extant, which I hall 
mark in their Places. We have 
feveral Fragments of others pre- 
ferv’d by the Fathers; and all that 
is left us of the reft. are only ther

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bare Titles. I conftantly refer to 
the Books wherein they are quoted, 
that every body may inform. him- 
felf of the Faét. And after the 
Catalogue is ended, I thall diftin- 
guifh the Books which the Anci- 
cients alledg’d as the  genuin 
Works of the Apoftles. or A- 
poftolic Men, from thofe that 
they rejected as the. Forgeries 
of Heretics; which is a good Argu- 
ment however, that they were re- 
ceiv d by fom Party of Chriftians 
to countenance their Opinions. 
Next I defign® to name thofe Pic- 
ces of whofe Spurioufnefs I doubr- 
ed, tho’ their Authority is ftill re- 
ceivd ; andfo conclude this Point 
with fom materjal Obfervations.

Tricks fucceed, and were rivetted 
in their ancient Prejudices by the

IN the fecond place, by the 
Books of whofe Spurioufnefs I faid 
the World was not yet convine’d, 
tho’ in my privat Opinion I could 
not think ’em genuin, I meant thofe 
of the other great Perfons,or the fup- 
pos’d Writings of certain Apoftolic 
Men (as they call ’em) which are 
at 


ti i 
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at this prefent, as well as in an- 
cient times, read with extraordina- 
ry Veneration. And they are the 
Epiftle of Baxnazas, the Paftor of 
Hermas, the Epiftle of Porycanpus 
to the Philippians, the firft Epiftle 
of Cremens Romanus to the Corin- 
thians, and the feven Epiftles of 
Icnatius. Thefe are generally re- 
ceiv’d in the Church of Rome, and 
alfo by moft Prorteftants ; but thofe 
of the Church of F ngland have par- 
ticularly fignaliz’d themfelves in 
their Defence, and by publifhing 
the correcteft Impreflions of them. 
The Ancients paid them the higheft 
Refpect, and reckon’dthe firft four_ 
of ’em efpecially,as good as any part 
of the New Teftament. The Epi- 
{tle of Barnapas is by * Cremens 
Avexanparnus,and Origen, not only 
reckon'd genuin, but cited as Scrip- 
ture; tho’ he fays in exprefs Terms, 
That the Apoftles, before their Con- 
werfion, were the greateft Sinners in 

Na- 
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Nature ; which, if believ’d, would 
rob us of an Argument we draw 
from their Integrity and Simplici- 
ty againft Infidels, to fay nothing 
now of the many other ridiculous 
Pailages in BaxrnaBas. The Pattor, 
or Vifions,Precepts, and Similitudes 
of Hexmas (who 1s fuppos'd to be 
the Perfon mention’d by Paut in 
his Epiftle to the Romans) is cited 
as Canonical Scripture by * Ixena- 
us, Cremens ALEXaNpRINUS, ORIGEN, 
and others, and was for fuch re- 
ceiv'd by feveral Churches, tho’ 
I think it the fillyeft Book in the 
World.

defended by the Dint of Calumny 
than that of Religion, which leaft 
xecded it of any other.

Firft, 
It is unlikely, they Il fay, that Eu- 
sepius fhould not have read the 
Ancients ; nay, that the contrary 
appears by his many Citations out 
of them; and that confequently 
thofe Works of the Fathers, which 
we have now in our Hands, are Hl 
not the fame which were read in 
his time, or that at leaft they are 
ftrangely adulterated , and full of 
Interpolations. With all my Heart : 
But then let us not be urg’d by their 
Authority in other Points no 
more than in this, fince in one 
thing they may as well be alcer ‘d 
and eotmapica as in another ; anc d 
indeed , by a common Ru 
Equity. (being found chan 
fom places ) they ought to be fc re- 
puted in we the reft, fill the con- 
trary be evider itly p rov d. 
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thofe Aroftles whofe Names 
they bear, at certain times, and in 
fom Churches, yer they were ex- 
prefly rejected by others. To this 
I anfwer, That there is not one 
fingle Book m_ the New Tefta- 
ment which was not refus’d by 
fom of the Ancients as unjuftly 
father’d upon the Apoftles, and 
really forg’d by their Adverfa- 
rics ; which as no body thinks it 
now a good Reafon to difap- 
prove them, fo I fee not how it 
fhould any more conclude againtt 
ny Opinion. But becaufe the 
various Sects of thofe early 
Days did, like us, condemn one 
another for damnable Heretics ; 
and the admitting or refufing, the 
framing or corrupting of certain 
Books, were fom of the Crimes 
which were mutually imputed, I 
fhall now infift only on the Epi-

yet they are re- 
ceivd, (not without convincing 
Arguments ) by the Modétns, 
Now, I fay, by more than a Pa- 
rity of Reafon, that the Preaching 
and Revelation of Pererx (for Hy. 
mple) were receiv'd by the An- 
cients, and ought not therefore to 
be rejected by the Moderns, if 
the Approbation of the Fathers 
be a proper Recommendation of 
any Books. 

THE Council of Laodicea, 
which was held about three hun- 
dred and fixty Years after Curisr, 
and is the firft Affembly wherein 
the Canon of Scripture was efta- 

blifht, could not among fo great a 


va- 
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varicty of Books as were then 2- 
broad in the World, certainly de- 
termin which were the true Mo- 
numents of the Apoftles, but ei- 
ther by a particular Revelation 
from Heaven, or by crediting the 
Teftimony of their Anceftors , 
which was always better preferv’d 
and convey’d by Writing than by 
Oral Tradition, the moft uncer- 
tain Rule in Nature; witnefs 
the monftrous Fables of Papifts, 
Rabbins, Turks, and the Eaftern 
Nations both Chriftians and Ido- 
laters. But of any extraordinary 
Revelation made to this Coun- 
cil we hear not a Word; and for 
the Books I defend, I have the 
fame Teftimony which 1s ufually 
alledg’d in the behalf of others. 
However, I fhall not be too hafty 
to make a final Decifion of «this 
Matter with my felf, leaft I incur 
the dreadful Curfe which the Au-

ces again{t fuch as fhall add or 
take 
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take away from that Book. Let 
Mr. Bracsuarz be affur’d, that if he 
mutt needs have me to be a Here- 
tic lam not unteachable, tho’ I 
would not have it reputed Obft- 
nacy if I fhould not furrender 
without fatisfactory Reafons. In- 
ftead therefore of cenfuring and 
calumniating (which ought not to 
be reckon’d Virtues in any Order 
of Men, and leaft of all in the 
Minifters of the Gofpel) let fuch 
as are better enlighten’d endeavor 
to extricat the Erroneous out of 
thefe or the like Dithculties, that 
they may beable to diftinguifh tru- 
ly, and that in fuch an extraord+ 
nary number of Books, all pre- 
tending equally to a Divine Ori- 
gin, they may have fom infallible 
Marks of difcerning the proper 
Rule, left they unhappily miftake the 
falfe one tor the true. 

HOW neceflary it is to have the 
Canon of Scripture fet in its due 
light, we may lcarn from the 
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Ancient as well as our Modern Un- 
believers. Cexrsus * exclaims a- 
gainft the too great Liberty which 
the Gheitiank (as if they were 
drunk, fayshe) took of changing 
the firtt writing of the Gofpel 
three, or four, or more times, thine 
fo they might d deny w hatever was 
ured sahil "em as retracted be- 
fore. Nay, as low down as Sct. 
AugustTin’s time, was there not 
a very confiderable Seé&t of the 
Chriftians themfelves, I mean the 
Manicheans, who fhewed other 
Scriptures, and deny’d the Genuin- 
nefs of the whole New Teftament. 
One of thefe cal?’'d Fausrus, 
after fhewing that his Adverfaries 
difapprov’d of feveral things in the 
Old Teftament, thus purfues his 
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fT Argument : ‘Youthink, fays he, 
‘that of all Books in the World, 
‘ the Teftament of theSon only ‘could 
“not be corrupted , that it alone 
‘ contains nothing which ought to 
"be difallow'd ; efpecially when it 
" appears, that it was neither written 
‘by himfelf nor his Apoftles, but 
‘along ume after by certain ob- 
fcure Perfons, who, left no Cre- 
‘ dit fhould be given to the Sto- 
“ries they told of what they could 
‘not know; did prefix to their 
‘Writings partly the Names of 
‘the Apoftles, and partly of ,thofe 
“who fucceeded the Apoftles ; -af- 
‘firming that what they wrote 
* them felves Was written by thefe :

Facts; with a great many other 
Difficulties, which deferve a clear 
refolution from any capable Per- 
fon , tho’ none may fafely propofe 
‘em but Mr. Dopwett, who I 
heartily with were always as free 
and unprejudic’d as he is really 
learned. | 

THUS have I defended ‘and 
explain’d my felf againft Mr. 
Bracuarits Agcufation: nor do | 
queftion but I have grven entire 
Satisfaction to all impartial Men, 
and lovers of Truth. But there’s 
another fort of People whom I 
defpair of ever contenting. Thefe 
never fail of finding in the Wri- 
tings of their -Adverfary, not

like: Nor is there any thing more 
common than for learned or great 
Men to leave fuch Memorandums 
ina Book concerning the Author 
of it when it was a Queftion, or 
about any other Secret relating to 
it, which they thought they had 
difcoverd ; and yet ‘tis a thing 
unheard tll now, that they were 
deny d to be theirs whofe Names 
they bear, becaufe the Day of the 
Month Was not mention’d, nor the 
| Names 
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Names of any Witnefles added, i 
when the Hand was confett to be 
the fame with their other Writings. 
Many inftances of this kind appear 
in the Books of Mr. Hamoen late- i. 
ly fold, and whereof I have fom is 
to fhew, as in the Book intitul’d, | 
Apollonit Gralle, he writes, that 
Lanspercius was the Author of 
it, of whom he there gives a Cha- 
racter. 

IT 1s‘no juft. Exception to this 
Memorandum, that my Lord An- 
Gresey did not communicat the 
Contents of itto any of his Friends 
or Relations: for tho’ the Two 
Royal Brothers imparted the Se- 
cret to him, it does by no means 
follow, that they intended he fhould 
publith it to the World.

And as they made ufe of his 
Temper to ferve their own Pur- 
pofes when he was alive, fo they 
did of his Name for the fame 
Reafon after his Death. They were 
not concern’d fo much for his Ho- 
nor, as their own Intereft ; and 
having contriv d_ this Forgery to 
carry aes Caufe, they thought 
themfelves afterwards oblig’d to 
fupport i. Mr. Wacstar affirms 
that ttere is no prefumtion that 
ti ne Royal Brothers communicated 
thisAffair to any otherPerfon befides 
my Lord Axcerssy, which 1s:a ne- 
gative Argument, and proves no- 
chins.

NOW we com to the late 
King James’s Letters Patents to 
Mr. Curswet for Liberty to print 
his Father’s Works ; for they are 
urg’d as an Argument that he 
thought Icon Bafilike genuin, tho 
this Book be not {pecially menti- 
on’d in thefe Letters, which are ge- 
neral, and refer not tothofeof his 
Brother in 60. But here I mutt 
beg Leave to relate a Story that 
will give fom Light to this Matter. 
Inthe Year 1677, the Houfe of 


Commons having voted two 
Te Montrs 
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Months Tax for the more decent 
Interment: of Cuarres I. and to 
raifea Monument for him, Mr. 
Cuswer, being Mr. Royston’s Son 
in law, thought of a Project that 
would anf iver the End of the Parli- 
ament, and not be unferviceable to 
his Fathe ‘tr, With whom he was con- 
cern din Trade: and it was, thata 
Part of that Sum mughe be ap PHO: 
priated towards bearing the Charg 
of an [mpreflion of the Ki ings 3 
Works, OSLO every pine in Eng: 
land thould be oblig’d to havea Co- 
py, a ony to chain it in the Church; 
which, in his Opinion, would prove 
a more glorious and latting Monu- 
ment than any could be fram’d of 
Brafs or Marble. This Thought was 
very well lik’d by feveral greatMen 
of the Churchand State;who fhew’d 
themfelves, ready to promote it; 
and he cid not; we may imagin, 


{pare any Coft or Labor. to have 
it -fucceed, tho’ ‘ts well known 


ow little Craazes the Second 
umfelf encourag’d it. But the 
 D- 
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Diftrutts arifing afterwards between 
the King and People;* the Heats : 
in Parliament,-and particularly the: 
Popith Plot, broke this, and all 
fuch Defigns to Pieces : » So that’ 
there was no farther Mention 
of any Monument for his Father. 
But. when the Duke of Tork 
mounted the Throne, and had 
given Aflurances of his Favor to 
the Church of England, Mt. 
Guiswet thought again of revi- 
ving his Project, and employ'd 
Sir Roger L Esrrance to procure 
himonly King James's recommen- 
datory Letter ; for he did not 
expect any thing from  Parlia- 
ment as before, only fuggefted 
how agreeable this would feem 
to the King’s Defign (if it were 
real) of begetting a Confidence 
of himfelf in the Church. This 
Requeft the King refuf’d, giving 
for his Reafon, that Icon Bafilike 
was not his Father’s Book , and 
he could not therefore in Con- 
fcience. recommend it as_ his, 
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Mr. Cuswet being inform’d of 
this Refolution by Sir Roger, an- 
fwer'd, that he thought he could 
accommodat the Matter: For 
fince the publithing of the reft 
would fignifie nothing without 
the Addition of Icon Bafilike, he 
would remove it from the Front 
where it ftood in:the former E- 
dition, and place it in the Rear 
after Finis, as Books of uncer- 
tain Authority ufe to be print- 
ed. Tothisthe King confented, on 
condiuon fom Expreffions which 
he thought injurious to the Monar. 
chy fhould be left out: with 
which My. Curswer {aid he could 
by no means comply, as being a 
difingenuous Practice towards any 
Author, anda great Abufe on the 
Public ; but propof’d , as another 
Expedient, that thofe Words fhould 
be put within Crotchets. And 
thus Icon Bafilike ftands now prin- 
ted after the End of the fecond 
Part of the King’s Works of ' the. 
Eanen of 86, by Mr. Curs- 
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wet, who told me this Story 
himfelf, not to gratifie or injure 
any fide, butas a Matter of Fact, 
wherein he was perfonally con- 
cern’d ; and from whence he draws 
no manner of Inference. The Royal 
Brothers faid the fame to feveral 
others befides my Lord Anexeszy, 
and particularly to fom eminent 
Perfons now living, who told me 
fo much themfelves, with a Liber- 
ty of mentioning ther Names, 
which, afterall that has bin offer’d, 
I fee no Neceflity of doing. 
THAT nothing may be wanting 
I fhall in the laft place confider 
what is objected to the Prayer 
uf’d by the King as his own in 
the time of his Captivity ; but is, 
with very {mall Variation, the fame 
thatis faidby PamMgta to a Heathen 
Deity in Sir Partie Sypnev’s Arcadia. 
This Difcovery, as we faid before, 
was firft made by Mizron in his EF 
— conoclaftes. But Dr. Gur affirms,

about to fhew that Dr. Gitx had 
no Reafon for the great Opinion 
he entertaind of Henry Hur , 
and how Jittle he confulted his 
own Reputation by aflerting that 
no Man was better vers'd in the 
fecret Hiftory of thofe times ; that 
he was. intrufted with Intrigues 
by the great ones of that Go- 
vernment, who, as all the World 
knows, manag’d their Affairs af- 
ter another rate. Nor will I in- 
fift- upon his turning . Papift in 
King James's time ta becom. his 
Printer, : as he was Ottver’s_ be- 
fore, or any other Circumftance 
to Jeffen his -Gredit., .- finge.. a 
appears that what he averrd 1s 
inconfiftent with Matter of Fact, 
Mer.
